Shri Sadashiva Prasad, joined Bihar Civil Service in 1930. After filling various 
executive and administrative posts under the Government of Bihar, he was appoint¬ 
ed to the I.A.S., in 1949. He joined service under the Government of India as a 
Deputy Secretary in the Labour Ministry In May, 1948. Since then he held various 
posts under the Government of India with distinction and was associated with the 
work in connection with the Agricultural Labour Enquiry and Employees Provident 
Fund Scheme. Subsequently, he was appointed as Officer on Special Duty and ex- 
officio Deputy Secretary in the Ministry of Communications In connection with 
work relating to the nationalisation o; ail transport. He also represented the 
Government of India at various international Conferences. He was appointed 
Secretary, Indian Airlines Corporation in September, 1954 and he continued to 
hold this post until his deatn 


Prasad was an able, keen and conscientious officer, popular with 
all those with or under whom he had occasion to work. The Government of India 
have sustained a great loss by his premature death
